"We sought to produce a chaste, 
accurate, clear, forceful version of 
both the Old and New Testaments,” 
declared Dr. A. R. Wentz of the 
Gettysburg

Theological 
Sem inary faculty at a m eeting of 
the W oman’s Club of Gettysburg 
at the YWCA W ednesday evening 
during which he described the work 
of the com m ittee which worked for 
15 years to present a Bible revision. 
Dr. Wentz, 
a m em ber of the 
com m ittee, worked with Dr. W, 
Russell Bowie of the Union Theo­ 
logical 
Sem inary. 
N. 
Y.; 
Dean 
Luther A Welgle of Yale Univer­ 
sity Divinity School, and with other 
em inent teachers. 
"It took us about 9 years to 
complete the revised New Testa­ 
ment and about 15 to finish our 
work on the Old T estam ent." said 
Dr. Wentz. "We m ade translations 
and corrections, seeking to come 
closer to the original w riters al­ 
ways. We always asked ourselves 
ta it more clear; is It m ore ac­ 
curate* after completing a trans­ 
lation. 
We 
had 
to 
overcome 
a 
dead language, trying, meanwhile. 
to make a remote message more 
real, m ore fam iliar. H arsh sounds 
were elim inated 
and euphonious 
w-ords introduced." 
Translation Changes 
"Som ething which m any people 
do not seem to realize.” explained 
the theologian, “is th at the Greek

Military M en/' Says Bradley

WASHINGTON I* — Gen 
Omar 
Bradley said today “we have noth­ 
in* to lear from military m en” 
dommatinK the government. 
The chairman of the Joint Chiefs 
of Staff who nerved with Dwight 
D, Eisenhower when the President­ 
elect also was a five-star general 
made no reference to the latter* 
election last week 
Indeed, in an address to the As­ 
sociation of Land Grant Colleges, 
Bradley made a point of disasso­ 
ciating his comment from the is­ 
sues of the recent campaign. He 
prefaced It bv saying he was glad 
the election was over 
because any 
remarks m ade by an active-duty 
soldier during a politic al campaign 
might be misconstrued.'* 
Bradley said that: 
“When the people of this nation 
elect their President and the m em ­ 
bers of their Congress, they are in 
a 
sense entrusting to them 
the 
power which could spell peace or 
war, freedom or tyranny, democ- 
raccy or dictator ship—for the com­ 
bined authoritv 
a l the President 
and the, Congress is almost su­ 
preme 
With that authority goes 
the complete responsibility t o r the 
future 
subordinate To Civilian 
“That is uh 
I believe that the 
military rn our government must 
always keep a subordinate role to 
the civilian 
authority, and must 
Influence 
that 
civilian 
authority 
onlv a 
helpful advisers 
But I can say from personal 
knowledge and 
*0 year* of expe­ 
rience tha* we nnse nothing to fear 
from 
military 
men 
themselves 
Their role in our national life, even 
In time* of war and international 
atresa, is far fiom dominant. 
“ In our armed forces, the dem ­ 
ocratic principle Is stronger than 
in any other country. There are 
no military cliques.“ 
Bradley, discussing the reasons 
and Justification for the 
Korean 


War, said 
“There is one frontier—the .small­ 
est one in the world—that has be­ 
come the most Important one of 
all. It is the line across Korea a 
little over IOO miles long 
It is on 
this short line that we have finally 
faced Communist aggression with 
military power 
in open conflict 
Our ability to contain the advance 
of Communist 
frontiers probably 
will succeed or fail In large m eas­ 
ure on this small peninsula. 


“ We had to draw the line against 
Communist aggiession—and we did 
in June 1950 It was hailed through­ 
out the free world aa a most coura­ 
geous decision and one that was 
properly timed. I t we had had the 
necessary military power at that 
time, and In the right place, Ko­ 
rea may never have occurred—and 
certainly would have been short­ 
lived as a crisis 
Our weakness 
onlv invited attack 
“ I believe that that decision­ 
al much as it has cost us—saved 
Southeast Asia from being overrun 
in 1950 and 
1951, I also believe 
that our brave and courageous re­ 
sistance gave 
a 
new 
breath 
of 
life and a 
new meaning to the 
authority 
of the 
United Nations 
“ And further, I believe that our 
action in Korea m av have prevent­ 
ed—or at leaat forestalled to r some 
time—the Soviet Union s step bv 
step aggression leading* to World 
War III '* 
At another point. Bradley said 
‘ Although no man can gaze into 
the crystal ball and tell us what 
goes 
on

leaders,

la obvious 
that our firm stand against

building of strength in Europe has

turns.’*
